Later a child should be impress- 
ed with the fact that ho oivcs something/llrst lo the scljool, then'to 
tbe community, and linally (o the. city or town, and as soon as pos^ 
sible he or hho should be taughl to discharge .some of those obliga- 
tions. A proper regard for law and older should be Instilled.' Al- 
ways while attempting.to repress the evil a teacher should cultivate 
the good and, where there is suitable environment, time should bo 
allowed for growth.

While heredity plays a large part in the character building of a 


child, the bad effects of poor environment can be offset by projior in- 
t'uuelion. 
Even children of comparatively low nienlality can be 


made to play their part. In character development in the elemen- 
tary schools there should be much moral instruction and moral train- 
ing. 


Suitable physical environment is necessary, 
and 
a 
teacher 


should always see that the schoolrooms are kept as beautiful as pos- 


sil>k>. The social life of the school Is often underrated. 
Tbe boys 


and girls form themselves into cliques and clubs for all sorts of pur- 
poses. This as democratic society in the making, and these same 


si'lf- constituted groups properly can be1 made valuable agencies for 
good. There also is great' value in group games. In the routine 
work of schools the widest field is offered for inculcating such vir- 
tues as promptness and regularity in attendance, industry, diligence, 
politeness to teacher and to each other, mutual helpfulness, neat- 
ness and orderliness, self-respect, a regard for the truth, honor and 
honesty and trustfulness, for when you trust a child and have him 


feel that he is being trusted, he will soon learn to trust himself. 
They should bo taught that even humor and common sense have 
their place. Etfcli specific case of discipline has its gocd results, and 
out of it comes leasons of self-restraint. Children should be allowed 
a part in the government of a school, for this gives them an idea of 
responsibility for their own conduct, and they should be given a 
wide latitude in the school's activities.
